

TRIAL OF SHAW 
^OPENS MONDAY 

Lying During Probe of 
JFK Case Alleged

Clay Shaw, declared innocent 

of conspiring in the assassina- 
tion of President John F. Ken- 1 
nedy, goes back on trial. Mon- ; 
day accused' otf lying, to the jury 
which acquitted him. , ; 

The perjury charge was filed 
by Dist. Afcty. Jim Garrison on 
March 3, 1969, two days after 
Shaw had happily .wrung .the 
hands of the 12 Criminal Dis- 
trict Court .jurors <\yho cleared 
him. 

Neither man has had much 
comment on the impending new 
trial. . : 

“Talk to my lawyers,” says 
Shaw. His laywers describe the 
perjury charge as ridiculous 
and vindictive. They said the 
jury at the ; conspiracy trial, by 
their verdict, ruled that Shaw’s 
testimony was truthful. 

BOOKS .WRITTEN 
Garrison issued, written state- 
ments vowing to press on with 
the case, but he seldom talks 
with newsmen since Shaw’s ac- 
quittal — the climactic moment 
in an investigation which stirred 
international interest. 

However, during the time that 
Garrison^ . unusual \ legal cdun- 
terpunch has hung fire, delayed’ 
by his illness and Shaw’s futile} 
appeals for dismissal, both men 
have been active on the literary 
front. ‘ 

The Shaw trial was one that 
packed the c o u >r { r o o m with 
newsmen arid . inspired books. 
The 6-foot-6 • district attorney 
wrote one himself, Heritage of 
Stone, although .plagued much 
of the year by. a ;sHwjb^disc 
which retired; ^gerypt^; : .- . 

Shaw, a {-\57-^^folo^^siness 
executive who had- retired to en- 
joy- a Modest -fortune, went .’on 
the lecture trail to try to recoup
